male elected chairman of the Monroe 
County Veteran’s Council that boasts over

She was awarded the Monroe County Citi- 
zenship Award in 1991 for her volunteer 
efforts in the veteran’s community and for 
her years of participation as a “Candy 
Striper” in military hospitals. Carmelita 
had gained her hospital experience at the 
“Convent of Mercy” in Jamaica. 

During Hurricane Andrew, Mel and 
Carmelita handled thousands of formal 
radio messages from their station on 
Cudjoe Key.

The Antique Wireless Asso- 
ciation is building a replica of the famous 
1BCG transmitter used in the 1921 ARRL 
Transatlantic Tests—the first amateur 
station to send a complete message across 
the Atlantic. 

The AWA hopes to have the 
transmitter operating sometime this fall 
and to be able to work amateurs who par- 
ticipated in the 1921 Tests. 

The AWA knows of only one 
licensed amateur (other than 1BCG) still 
active who was heard by at the station set 
up by Paul Godley, in Scotland—Jim 
Russell, now W8BU, then 8BU. Another 
participant, Bob Morris, W2LYV, also is 
still active. The AWA would like to hear 
from other amateurs who might have 
heard 1BCG during the tests, including 
amateurs in the US. 1BCG was operated 
from East Greenwich, Connecticut, by 
members of the pioneering Radio Club 
of America. 

1BCG was on 230 meters in 
1921—the AWA, using the call sign 
W2AN, will put the replica station on 160 
meters. The transmitter will be identical 
in all respects except that a 204 vacuum 
tube, vintage 1923 or 1924, will be used. 

Details of the ARRL Transat- 
lantic Tests appeared in February 1922 
QST and have been reprinted in sever. 
ARRL publications.

DIGITAL DITHERINGS Joe Burnham, WD4KAV 


We’ve covered the basics of packet 
radio, networks, and taken a look at 
BBS’s in past column. Now we’ll move 
on to two excellent TERMINAL PRO- 
GRAMS, which will defiantly increase 
your enjoyment of packet (and other 
modes, if your TNC supports them). 

Those of you who sent disks for the 
“YAPP” terminal program received a bo- 
nus from me in the form of “paKet 6.0”. 
This is one of the better terminal pro- 
grams for packet (and other modes if your 
TNC supports them). We’ll be looking 
at both this program and another one 
called “Lan-Link” over the next several 
issues of Florida Skip. These are both 
“shareware” DOS programs, and can of- 
ten be found at places that sell shareware, 
as well as on some of the larger ham ra- 
dio bulletin boards around the country. 

“Shareware” programs are those 
that permit you to use them for a defined 
length of time for free, and then require 
(or strongly suggest) that you pay the au- 
thor for his or her efforts. In return for 
forking over your hard earned dollars, you 
will either receive a registered version of 
the program (possibly with additional fea- 
tures enabled and annoying reminders to 
“register” removed, or the next version 
of the program for free. 

By the way, I have the latest ver- 
sions of both LAN-LINK and PaKet 
(version 6.1) and will be happy to sup- 
ply either or both if you do the “usual” 
(send me a 1.2 met or 1.4 meg 3 or 5 
inch floppy, in a mailer with return post- 
age and mailing label, along with 2 dol- 
lars to me at the address you'll see at the 
end of this column). 

We’ll be delving into the mysteries 
of paKet first, and will then progress to 
Lan-Link, which has more features than 
any terminal software I have seen (and 
I’ve seen a LOT). Having said that, I’ll 
add that paKet is no slouch either, and is 
perhaps the EASIEST program to install 
and configure that I’ve ever seen. It will 
work with just about any TNC, including 
the original T.A.P.R. TNC-1...something 
that many other programs cannot do. 

This time we’ll install PaKet and 
make a connect. 

Let’s get down to the nitty gritty. 
If you received the “official” PaKet dis- 
tribution disks, insert the disk with the 
“install” file in drive A or drive B and 
type “install”. The program will prompt 
you from that point on, asking what di- 
rectory you wish the program and it’s files 
place in on your hard drive. asking you 


for your callsign, and what communica- 
tions port (and speed) you want the pro- 
gram installed for. This means that you 
must know whether your TNC is (or will 
be) connected to COM1 or COM2, and 
will also need to know what “abaud” or 
“terminal baud” rate the TNC is set for. 
If you will be running paKet in a DOS 
window while using the “Windows” pro- 
gram, not to worry! PaKet is smart 
enough to know if it is running in “Win- 
dows”, and also bright enough to use 
EMS memory AND will detect the pres- 
ence of a 16550 serial i/o chip. (NO...it 
won’t make your coffee, feed the cat,.or 
wake you up in the morning!) 

After answering these questions, 
the install program will copy all neces- 
sary files to your specified directory, in- 
cluding all necessary documentation. By 
the way, one of the nifty things about 
PaKet is that it has ON LINE documen- 
tation. This means you can press a func- 
tion key, and read about each of the pro- 
grams features, one-by-one, as you need 
to. 

The author even includes a com- 
ment or two on the Internet and TCP/IP, 
which while quite superficial, is a good 
start at explaining these complex systems 
to someone who has never read about 
them. 

The install program concludes with 
a invitation for you to make additional 
configuration changes (which you do by 
pressing “alternate z” on your keyboard. 

The program comes with most of 
these settings pre-configured to the ex- 
tent that it will work without you making 
any changes, but as you get comfortable 
with paKet, you will find yourself look- 
ing at the various configuration options, 
and changing them to meet your needs. 
We’ ll get.into all this in more detail next 
time. 

Once paKet has been configured, 


you will find yourself sitting in from of a 
screen which will be made up primarily 
of the “receive” window and a small 2 
line transmit window at the bottom of 
your monitor. PaKet will do some hand- 
shaking with your TNC, and inform you 
if it can’t “talk” to the TNC for some rea- 
son. You will be given the opportunity to 
try again, ignore the problem (not a good 
idea) or abort. 

Some common causes for problems 
here are: 

1. You specified the wrong COM 
port or baud rate when installing paKet. 
2. You do not have the proper wires con- 
nected at the RS-232 port. 3. Your TNC 
is in KISS mode. 4. Your TNC is 
TURNED OFF (!). 

To make a connect, you can either 
do a standard “‘c callsign” or you can get 
fancy and press “alternate c”. This brings 
up a little pop-up window (PaKet has a 
lot of these) in which you can enter the 
callsign and digi (or ROSE path) to the 
station you want to connect to). Look at 
the bottom of this window for instructions 
on how to enter, revise, and save your in- 
formation. | 

The first time you bring up this 
window, it will be empty (of course) but 
once you have populated it with informa- 
tion, then all you need to do is enter an 
“alternate c” , move the cursor down to 
the call you want to connect to, and hit 
“enter”. PaKet will do the rest!

Configurations 

Last week as I was perusing a 
computer magazine, I stopped at a sale 
ad for computer ads and was struck by a 
interesting listing. Quantum has released 
the Lightning line of hard drives. This 
in itself is no big deal but for one thing. 
The price for the SCSI-2 version of the 
Lightning drive is the same as that for 
_ IDE. If you have read this column be- 
fore, I have always described the SCSI 
interface as the better choice for a high 
performance computer but I have always 
cringed at the several hundred dollar price 
difference between SCSI and IDE. Well, 
now the bulk of that difference in price is 
gone. 

SCSI systems have matured 
since their introduction over ten years 
ago. The SCSI-2 specification is solid 
and the bulk of the devices and control- 
lers on the market meet the spec. DOS 
6.22 and Windows for Workgroups have 
no trouble finding the SCSI disk control- 
ler and implementing fast disk access and 
transfers. The SCSI bus has internal and 
external expansion capability. A single 
bus can have up to seven devices and these 
devices include Hard drives, CD-ROM 
readers, WORM drives, Optical drives, 
Tape drives, Flat bed scanners and even 
printers. The transfer rate is 5 Megabytes 
per second synchronous in standard 
SCSI-2, 10 Megabytes per second in Fast 
SCSI-2 and 20 Megabytes per second for 
Fast, Wide SCSI-2._ AS a comparison, 
IDE is 3 Megabytes per second and my 
experience has it that 1.5 Megabytes per 
second is typical. SCSI disk controller 


kits come with software for mounting CD- 


ROM’s and removable media and 
COREL SCSI (a universal SCSI driver 
package) can talk to just about anything. 
SCSI drives have a configuration stored 
in memory. When the SCSI controller 
interrogates the bus, the drive who re- 
sponds provides his name, model num- 
ber and configuration to the controller. 
This concept is called plug and play. 
There is no need to know the number of 
heads, cylinders and sectors of the drive. 
The interface figures it out for you. 

The Enhanced IDE interface or 
EIDE (some call it FAST ATA) has be- 
come available to address the serious limi- 
tations of the original IDE specification. 
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COMPUFORUM Steve lezzi, KD4GKE 


The EIDE specification is new and I have 
found that some drives do not work to- 
gether as master/slave, IDE still requires 
the operator to program the drive con- 
figuration into the CMOS battery backed 
memory although many BIOS programs 
will auto configure. EIDE can operate at 
up to 11 Megabytes per second and is 
competitive with Fast SCSI-2 for speed. 
EIDE can interface to up to four drives 
and include support for CD-ROM read- 
ers. EIDE has solved the 500 Megabyte 
limitation of IDE so you don’t need spe- 
cial partitioning software to use a larger 
(and increasingly necessary) hard drive. 
OK., I have convinced you SCSI 
is the way to go for your PC. How do you 
buy a system configured this way. Un- 
fortunately, 99% of the preassembled 
computers, even the multimedia systems 
use IDE hard drives and AT CD-ROM’s. 
The only way to configure a SCSI system 
is piecemeal. But, now that the price of 
SCSI is more competitive with IDE, I 
believe the preassembled systems will 
start taking advantage of the increased 
performance and flexibility.

Vanity call schedule 

The Federal Communications 
Commission form necessary for applying 
for an Amateur Radio vanity call sign— 
Form 610-V—will not be available until 
after May 1. 

Amateurs who call the FCC to re- 
quest the form before then will not have 
their names recorded and it will be nec- 


~ essary for them to request the form again, 


when it is available. 

Applications for amateur vanity call 
signs will not be accepted until after the 
forms are available, i.e., until sometime 
after May 1. The FCC will make a pub- 
lic announcement of the date of opening 
of the first “* gate” for vanity call sign ap- 
plications. 

Beginning May 1, 1995, FCC Form 
610-V may be requested by calling the 
FCC Forms Distribution Center at 800- 
418-3636. Or, send an SASE to ARRL- 
VEC anytime, for a form 610-V by re- 
turn mail as soon as they are available 
after May 1. Write ‘Form 610-V re- 
quest”’ on the outer envelope. 


Antique Wireless Group 


to commemorate tests 

The Antique Wireless Asso- 
ciation is building a replica of the famous 
1BCG transmitter used in the 1921 ARRL 
Transatlantic Tests—the first amateur 
station to send a complete message across 
the Atlantic. 

The AWA hopes to have the 
transmitter operating sometime this fall 
and to be able to work amateurs who par- 
ticipated in the 1921 Tests. 

The AWA knows of only one 
licensed amateur (other than 1BCG) still 
active who was heard by at the station set 
up by Paul Godley, in Scotland—Jim 
Russell, now W8BU, then 8BU. Another 
participant, Bob Morris, W2LYV, also is 
still active. The AWA would like to hear 
from other amateurs who might have 
heard 1BCG during the tests, including. 
amateurs in the US. 1BCG was operated 
from East Greenwich, Connecticut, by 
members of the pioneering Radio Club 
of America. 

1BCG was on 230 meters in 
1921—the AWA, using the call sign 
W2AN, will put the replica station on 160 
meters. The transmitter will be identical 
in all respects except that a 204 vacuum 
tube, vintage 1923 or 1924, will be used. 

Details of the ARRL Transat- 
lantic Tests appeared in February 1922 
QST and have been reprinted in several | 
ARRL publications.

Mel and.his wife used their savings to purchase a piece of com- 
mercial property on Cudjoe Key. They planned to erect a tower 
and start a radio paging business to supplement Mel’s military 
pension. Despite being assured that property was properly zoned 
for the paging business, the application for a permit to erect the 
tower was immediately rejected. The zoning appeal board said 
that property must be zoned for General Use and noted that 
even a repair shop on the land would be illegal. The board said 
they would grant them a permit to work out of the back of their 
pickup truck but the Gossards knew this would be impossible. 

Mel and his wife mortgaged their home in order to buy 
“properly zoned” land and applied for the tower permit. 

Mel said, “I wondered why it was taking so long on the 
second application. Then I found out that the Big Pine Key 
Deer Refuge had been granted 200 acres next to ours and they 
planned to start another Key Deer refuge on Cudjoe Key, right 
next to our proposed tower.” 

Apparently the tower permit piqued the interest of sev- 
eral other governmental agencies, especially the Key Deer Ref- 
uge infantrymen who report to the US. Fish and Wildlife. Also 
lurking in the shadows was a battalion of green beret environ- 
mental activists who perceive themselves as the benevolent pro- 
tectors of an ecosociety whose jurisdiction embraces whatever 
numskull notion strikes their fancy. 

It appeared that the green environmental zealots were 
recruited to dish out a generous serving of their familiar brand 


of environmental terrorism. The activists embarked on a cru- 


sade of terrorism that created a living hell for Mel and Carmelita 
Gossard for many years. They besieged the county commis- 
sioners and zoning board officials with phone calls demanding 
they call a halt to the tower permit. There were over a dozen 
documented violations in the sheriff’s office; the greens disre- 
garded posted No Trespassing signs, defaced permit signs, pep- 
- pered the property with graffiti, stole the tower permit signs, 
brought in a bulldozer and damaged a roadway, and led an 
invasion of 4-wheel vehicles that damaged the property. 

In one of their more ambitious fits of terrorism, the 
greenies focused their attention on the 3-phase power lines on 
the Gossard property. One of the poles was sent crashing to the 
ground, a mass of cross arms, wire and insulators, chopped in 
two with an ax. The other poles were severely damaged. 

Mel and Carmelita were successful in mitigating their 
way through the maze of agency complaints, Even though their 
tower permit was still not issued, they decided to erect a small 
12' by 20' building that would serve as a storage shed and ham 
shack. The building triggered another outrage that required 
the Gossards to appear at four separate court hearing in the 
course of a year. They were charged with “Taking of an En- 
dangered Species.” 

It seems that a bald eagle nest was discovered nearly a 
mile from their land. “Erecting a tower or building was consid- 
ered the taking of an endangered species.” Mel said, “We didn’t 
even have a tower at that time and I couldn’t see how the build- 
ing could be considered the taking of anything, let alone a bald 
eagle.” 

Meanwhile Carmelita was attempting to find out the ex- 
act location of the eagle’s nest but the agencies refused to coop- 
erate. When she attempted to use the “Freedom of Information 
Act” she received an angry, early morning telephone call (be- 
fore breakfast) from a local “Key Deer Official”, Within min- 
utes, Carmelita suffered a severe heart attack that landed her in 
the hospital. 
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Environmental zealots demonstrated their prowess with an 
' ax on a power pole during their mindless reign of terror.

Mel Gossard (K3ML) and his wife Carmelita (W3YWK), shown in their ham 


shack, hope to live out their lives in paradise - almost lost. 


After.a year of legal wrangling, the 
Gossards were exonerated of the charges 
that they were guilty of taking of an en- 
dangered species. In fact, the entire le- 
gal charade was a hoax since the bald 
eagle was not an endangered species in 
the state of Florida. The Florida legisla- 
ture previously refused to ratify a federal 
law to that effect since it was a known 
fact that Florida ranks second only to 
Alaska in bald eagle population. Despite 
winning the lawsuit, the judge would not 
approve reimbursement of legal fees to- 
taling over $35,000.00. “A huge mort- 
gage, $35,000 in legal bills, nearly ten 
years of unmerciful harassment and we 
still had nothing to show for it.” Mel. 

- said. 

After they resolved the lawsuit and 
nearly ten years after they decided to start 
their little business, Mel and Carmelita 
finally got their tower up. The paging 
system is up and running. Mel says they 
have a 2-meter ham repeater antenna at 
400 feet and the ham club has a packet 
node antenna at the 300 foot level. | 

The Gossard’s dream of retirement 

in “paradise” was interrupted and nearly 
wrecked by a band of green environmen- 
tal whackos often operating under the 
auspices of the government. One wonders 
when towers will be found to contribute 
to the holes in the Ozone layer or cause 


mental anguish to some divine species of 
rats. 

An uneasy peace exists on Cudjoe 
Key and the Gossards appear free to live 
out their “life in paradise”. But Mel 
(K3ML) is now 73 years old and 
Carmelita (W3Y WK) soon will be. The 
last ten years of their lives has been a liv- 


ing hell for which they were forced to pay 


out of their own pocket. “They didn’t 
quite kill us but boy did they make us 
suffer for those ten long years.” Mel said 
bitterly. “ Next time our government calls 
for help, I won’t be there. Neither will 
my sons or my grandsons. Thanks a lot 
America!” 


Many of the readers may wonder 
what impact the tower had on the Key 
Deer Refuge that the environmental- 
ists fought so hard to protect. Well 
folks....most of the deer died. But 
they died from \ack of water. The 
refuge was bulldozed and water from 
the sea was allowed flow in to create 
a wetland. The fish will thrive and 
create a fishermen’s paradise. Only 


one hitch, fishermen will be barred 


rom the area, The government 
moves in mysterious ways and the 


reason for the ways may forever re- 
main a mystery.

The ARRL response

it presented here in its entirety: 


Dear William: 
Thank you for your expression of 


concern about the outcome of the Brower ~ 


case in Florida. Because most reports of 


the case have been incomplete, it may be 
helpful to you to have some background. 

The Browers live in a subdivision 
called Suburban Acres in Vero Beach, 
Florida, Their deed contains a number of 
restrictive covenants, among them one 
that prohibits any noxious or offensive 
activity on any lot, and any activity that 
may be or may become an annoyance or 
nuisance to the neighborhood. Another 
covenant prohibits buildings on lots other 
than one detached dwelling not to exceed 
two stories in height. 

In October 1990, the Browers 
erected an 87-foot-tall tower/antenna sys- 
tem and operated it with a kilowatt HF 
transmitter. A number of neighbors com- 
plained, alleging a variety of interference 
to electronic equipment. Failing to obtain 
satisfaction, 15 neighbors filed suit in 
Florida Circuit Court on December 5, 
1990. The suit sought relief on several 
grounds, including common law nuisance 
and violation of the restrictive covenants. 

Two weeks later, the Browers 
sought removal of the case from state to 
federal court on the grounds that the FCC 
has exclusive jurisdiction over radio in- 
terference. On February 25, 1991, the fed- 
eral court ruled that the common law 
nuisance complaint was preempted, and 
dismissed that claim. However, the Court 
noted that “With respect to the remain- 
der of Plaintiff’s claims, Defendants ad- 
mit that they are solely a matter of state 
law.” Therefore, the Court exercised its 


discretion and remanded these other | 


claims to the state Circuit Court. 

The case went to trial in state Cir- 
cuit Court. In the course of the trial, the 
Browers testified that they had previously 


- used a smaller antenna and that there had 


been no complaints from the neighbors. 
Their neighbors also testified that their 
problems started with the installation of 
the 87-foot tower/antenna. Judgment was 
rendered on January 25, 1993. The state 
Circuit Court decided that both the pres- 
ence of the antenna and the existence of 
interference violated the provisions of the 
covenant, and issued an injunction order- 
ing the tower/antenna to be removed and 
prohibiting the Browers from “further 
amateur radio transmission from their 
Suburban Acres Subdivision home.” The 
Browers filed notice of appeal to the Dis- 
trict Court of Appeal of Florida, 4th Dis- 
trict, on February 2, 1993. At this point 
the ARRL was contacted, and our Gen- 
eral Counsel submitted a Brief Amicus 
Curiae in support of the appeal. 


On September 9, 1994, the Court 
of Appeal filed its opinion on the appeal. 
The Court of Appeal affirmed parts of the 
Circuit Court’s decision, and reversed 
other parts. The Court of Appeal found 
that the tower/antenna violated the re- 


_ $trictive covenant prohibiting any nox- 


ious or offensive activity on any lot, and 
any activity that may be or may become 
an annoyance or nuisance to the neigh- 
borhood, because the record from the trial 
court established a casual link between 
the installation of the 87-foot tower/an- 
tenna and the subsequent interference. It 
did not rule on whether the trial court was 
correct in deciding that the tower/antenna 
also violated the second covenant, limit- 
ing the number and size of buildings. 

. However, the Court of Appeal 
found that the injunction was overly broad 
in that it even went beyond the relief 
sought by the plaintiffs, who had sought 
to prevent interference with their televi- 
sions, radios, telephone, and computers 
and had not sought a ban on all trans- 
missions. The Court of Appeal said: 

In the instant case, there are some 
amateur radio transmissions that the 
Browers could make from their home that 
would not cause any interference with the 
neighbors’ electronic 
devices.... Therefore, the injunction issued 
by the trial court is overly broad because 
it prohibits all radio transmissions, re- 
gardless of whether they interfered with 
the plaintiffs’ electronic devices. 

The Court of Appeal directed the 
trial court to modify the injunction so as 
to limit it to those transmissions that in- 
terfere with the neighbors’ use of their 
electronic devices. 

_ The Browers sought certification of 
the issue to the Florida Supreme Court 
as a question of extreme public impor- 
tance, the only realistic way of getting the 


‘matter before the Supreme Court under 


Florida law, but their request was denied. 
A petition for rehearing by the Court of 
Appeal was denied despite a Statement 
of Support filed by the ARRL in which 
we argued that even as modified, the in- 
junction intrudes on FCC jurisdiction in 
the licensing of radio stations and is an 
unreasonable burden on interstate com- 
merce. 

On December 15, 1994, the 
Browers were ordered by the Circuit 
Court to remove the tower/antenna within 
35 days; to make no further amateur ra-

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VIEW FROM THE PANHANDLE "Matt" Matthew, KC4RKJ 


Having worked a number of HamFests over the past few 
years, I found that the setup day prior to the opening is some- 
times as much fun as the days on which the public is admitted. 

I took some pictures that will let you know how the show 
looks on setup day. 

The first thing that a vendor needs to do is to pick up 
folders with a tax form, lunch tickets for the vendors only, and 
badges indicating that he is a vendor. This also comes with a 
big smile from the lady shown in PICTURE #1. When unusual 
questions or situations come up, the walkie talkie comes out 
and within minutes someone will have the answer. 


PICTURE #2 shows what the vendors see when they ar- 
rive. Booths are set up with tables with drapes stapled to the 
aisle side of each. Each space has two tables in various con- 
figurations. These tables are set front and back in the original 
setting. Vendors will adjust this arrangement so that potential 
customers will be able to get out of the aisles. It is felt that this 
makes it easier for those looking at the various items being 
displayed. Others prefer to block entrance to the stock which 
is stacked or placed under the tables. Flags are in place and 
power cords have been provided where needed. Backdrops of 
blue and white cloth are in place and a sign indicating the space 
number and the name of the vendor is prominently displayed. 
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Many of the vendors will replace these signs with commer- 
cially made signs such as in PICTURE #3. Many of you will 
have met Frank Butler/W4RH setting up the ARRL booth. 


The food center is decorated and ready as seen in PIC- 
TURE #4. Tables are covered so that the customers have a 
place to eat and large garbage cans are ready. Actually there 
are three places to eat. In addition to the one shown is a small 
room for vendors only where donuts, coffee, and soda provide a 
quick snack. The Rainbow girls also have an area in another 
building where they have facilities for cooking hot food and 
where they can make the sandwiches for the vendors. 


In PICTURES #5 and #6, we see mountains of stock that 
has to be moved out of the aisles, stored, and displayed where 
they can be found easily and quickly before the doors open to 
the public. 


Rod and Karin, of RT Systems, the originators of the popu- 
lar SAM program, have lots of work to do before their booth 
will be ready in PICTURE #7. Sleep is not something that ven- 
dors have a lot of when they have to drive many hours to get to 
the site of the HamFest, unload stock, and place it attra ctively 
in the booth itself. Some vendors have so many items in large, 
large shipping crates, that they have to have the help of 
skiploaders to move them. One truck was loaded with what 
seemed like hundreds of monitors. I don’t know what else they 
had, but they certainly had monitors. 


After a long hectic day, interspersed with snacks, the work 
is done and it is protectively covered as seen in PICTURE #8. 


_ Tired workers leave for a good dinner and some sleep. 


Even the Florida Skip booth was ready, though simply 
decorated the night before. When the doors opened, the booth 
disappeared hidden by a sea of people. No photo could possi- 
bly be taken and show the booth. It would have included bod- 
ies packed elbow to elbow. 

I helped to set up the MARS booth Friday afternoon, took 
pictures, then served at that booth all day Saturday with other 
MARS members. Sunday was our day to drive home. It’s an 8 
to 9 hour drive for us to get home. That’s bad enough. 

The vendors, however, had to stay all of Sunday, dis- 
mantle their display, and pack all of their equipment or mer- 
chandise, and then drive home. For those who had come a 
long way, I can imagine how they felt. Some had to go to work 
or open their businesses on Monday morning. I don’t know 
how they do it. They must be a hardy bunch.

Florida Army 
MARS members have 
again initiated a pro- 
gram which has al- 
ready increased the visibility and the 
availability of Army MARS. Pat 
Goodwin/AAV4ER noticed that America- 
On-Line, a widely used e-mail host, has 
a section called Military City On Line 
(MCO). This section is managed and fi- 
nanced by the publishers of Army Times. 
After some negotiation and definition of 
terms, MCO offered Army MARS space 
in which information articles have been 
placed and the use of a message center to 
which messages can be posted by anyone 
using the system. From this center, we 
have had a number of queries for infor- 
mation about Army MARS and its pro- 
gram and services. Through this center 
military personnel and their friends and 
families are able to find out how to file 
' MARSgrams with an Army MARS op- 
erator to be placed into and delivered 
through the Army MARS Message Traf- 
fic System... 

E-mail users can file MARSgrams 
by sending the complete name of the 
sender, complete name and address for 
the recipient, a message of no more than 
35 words (not business or initial notifi- 
cation of death), and a way to contact the 
sender. Keep in mind that either the 
sender or the recipient must be active duty 
military personnel of any of the services. 
Currently, MARSgrams are sent to 
lorimatt@aol.com. There is a backup 
operator who can access the same mail- 
box in order to pick up and process the 
MARSgrams when the primary operator 
is off line. Thus the service is available 
without interruption. 

Florida Army MARS has one of the 
finest e-mail networks in the country. 
There are now twenty members who are

geographically located all over the state. 
This is an invaluable asset to Florida 
Army MARS for the wide dissemination 
of information, of bulletins and messages, 
and for the very rapid transmission of 
emergency traffic.

E-Mail and 
radio modes are highly compatible.

No longer does Army MARS 
demand that the protocols are strictly our 
own. We now have the flexibility and 
the expertise to interact with the agen- 
cies on their terms. This makes Army 
MARS a most valuable communications 
asset.

The pride in accomplishment and the 
desire to take the lead in such operations 
determine the qualities that Florida Army 
MARS members bring to an exercise or 
to an actual operation.

_Brower - Continued from page 19 __ 
dio transmissions which interfere with the 
plaintiffs’ use of their electronic devices; 
and to pay the plaintiffs’ costs of 
$1,508.49. 

This result is clearly unsatisfying 
to radio amateurs. The League has con- 
sulted a number of knowledgeable attor- 
neys with regard to the case. There is no 
further avenue of appeal available under 
Florida. law. With regard to returning to 
federal court, we are advised that further 
relief in the federal courts is not avail- 
able because the state courts’ jurisdiction 
has been conceded and because the deci- 
sion is based exclusively on interpreta- 
tion of a covenant that the Browers freely 
entered into when they purchased their 
property. 

We disagree with the finding that 
there was a casual link between the in- 
stallation of the antenna and the alleged 
interference. If this were not a covenant 
case, we are confident the federal preemp- 
tion would have precluded this finding. 
Given the nature of the device that were 
allegedly affected by interference, the 
cause of most if not all of the problems is 
to be found in the design of the devices. 
In effect, what the court found in this 
particular case was that the residents of 
Suburban Acres had mutually agreed to 
not annoy one another, and that the 
Browers’ installation of the 87-foot tower/ 
antenna and subsequent operation vio- 
lated this agreement. This finding only 
applies to the particular set of facts in this 
case and is not a precedent, although the 
Browers’ experience should discourage 
amateurs from agreeing to similarly 
worded covenants and is bound to cause 
concern among amateurs who are already 
subject to such covenants but who may 
have regarded them as unimportant. 

The Browers are not precluded 
from operating, but the injunction is 
bound to have a chilling effect on their 
activity unless good neighbor relations 
can be restored, which seems unlikely. 
The Circuit Court now claims jurisdic- 
tion for the purpose of enforcement of its 
judgment, which means that if the neigh- 
bors file any further complaints, the court 
will have to determine whether the in- 
junction has been violated. Should that 
occur, if requested the League will try to 
be of assistance. 

Covenant cases are extremely dif- 
ficult because they are interpreted as pri- 
vate contracts. In its present form, PRB- 


1, which has been of great help to count-: 


less amateurs in battling zoning restric- 
tions, does not apply to covenants. As 


covenants become more pervasive, the 
housing options that are available to ra- 
dio amateurs become ever more limited. 
The League continues to work to find 
solutions to this growing problem. In the 
meantime, amateurs are advised to read 
deed restrictions and covenants very care- 
fully before purchasing any property that 
is subject to such restrictions. Should 
there be any doubt in your mind about 
possible impact on you pursuit of Ama- 
teur Radio, consult your attorney before 
signing any agreement.

Frequency!

Have you ever been traveling 


through strange lands and needed to 


report an EMERGENCY to NOT know 
what frequency the local repeater is or 
discover the repeater directory has multi- 
ple area repeater listings? You begin 
calling for help on the various repeaters 
to discover you can’t bring up any of 
the repeaters. 1 found the ARRL re- 
peater guide does not make any differ- 
entiation as to what is THE DOMINATE 
wide coverage area repeater and some 
repeaters listed haven’t been operational 
for over a year. And also I found that of- 
ten the PL frequencies are wrong or not 
listed. However, this all assumes that you 
have a repeater guide with you during 
your travels! I’ve even got on 146.520 
MHz simplex (National Calling fre- 
quency) and yelled for help only to get 
NO response. 

The other night while commut- 
ing home from Milwaukee in a semi- 
blizzard making Interstate-43 a single 
lane, snow covered slippery mess, I spot- 
ted three occupied vehicles in the ditch. 
I tried in vain to raise any HAM on three 
local repeaters adjacent to I-43. As typi- 
cal no one was monitoring. I’ve heard the 
argu-ments that ALL of Amateur Radio 
is for EMERGENCY communications 
but I found that there is NO single focal 
point to obtain EMERGENCY assistance 
and repeaters are NOT religiously moni- 
tored even when life threatening weather 
conditions are occurring! 

Even with all my multi-band 
radios i in my vehicle I couldn’t get any 


help. A cellular telephone with the FREE 
911 EMERGENCY call seems to be the 
only answer to this dilemma, today. 

I have a HAM solution for this 
problem. But it will take the backing of 
all the National HAM leaders and 
EMERGENCY conscious Amateur or- 
ganizations! I propose that 146.550 MHz 
should be made the United States NA- 
TIONAL EMERGENCY (simplex) FRE- 
QUENCY! 

Other communications ser- 
vices have a specific EMERGENCY 
CALLING frequency or channel. CB has 
channel nine (27.065 MHz). Boaters 
have Marine VHF channel sixteen 
(156.800 MHz) and _ the International 
Maritime Distress frequency is 2182 KHz. 
And the Aviation EMERGENCY fre- 
quency is 121.500 MHz. During major 
holiday weekends I’ve found the CB RE- 
ACT groups monitoring channel 9 and 
19, but seldom do I find this type of ef- 
fort on HAM radio except with the Cali- 
fornia I-5 and HWY 99, San Joaquin 
Valley HAMs on their linked two meter 
repeater system. But that’s only good if 
you know the repeater frequencies in the 
link 

Part 97.1.a states that part of 
Amateur Radio CHARTER is for 
“EMERGENCY communications” and 
yet we have NO special frequency cre- 
ated to assist the “everyday local 
EMERGENCIES.” Part 97 Rules 
specify certain band areas for beacons, 
simplex/QRP, satellite, and repeater 
operations. But NO EMERGENCY 
frequencies are specified. 

The 146.550 MHz as a dedi- 


cated NATIONAL EMERGENCY fre-— 7 


quency is not, typically, a repeater fre-/ 
quency or in the satellite or beacon 

erational area. Local repeaters (on 
6m,2m,220,440,etc.) could monitor this 
SINGLE frequency with an auxiliary 
receiver. If a signal is received on 146.550 
MHz with either the EMERGENCY PL - 
tone (recommended 100.0 Hz) ora DTMF 
tone for at least three seconds (recom- 
mended DTMF #1) the repeater would 
retransmit the audio through the re- 
peater. This would alert local HAMs that 


a need to render immediate assistance— 


is being requested. HAMs using a com- 
mon scanner or a simple crystal based 
monitoring receiver could detect the 
EMERGENCY PL and/or DTMF signal 
and then render good Samaritan assis- 
tance separate from any repeater. We

Macon, GA Hams 
honored for special 


festival event 

For each of the last four years, the 
Macon Radio Club of Georgia established 
and manned a special event station as part 
of the city’s annual Cherry Blossom Fes- 
tival. The event draws thousands of 
people in March to see 145,000 Yoshino 
cherry trees in bloom. This year, the 
project received a gold award at the In- 
ternational Festival Association conven- 
tion in St. Paul, Minnesota, for the “Best 
New Non-sponsorship Idea” — one of 47 
categories judged. More than 750 festi- 
vals vied for recognition, including the 
Kentucky Derby, The Indy 500 and the 
Pasadena Rose Bowl. 

Macon hams set up their station in 
a gazebo in Central City Park. Last year, 
they made more than 126 contacts with 
stations in 26 states and 6 countries. QSL 
cards were acknowledged with special 
commemorative certificates. Visitors — 
school children in particular — were en- 
couraged to drop by and learn about ra- 
dio communication as a hobby and as an 
emergency service. The hams also pro- 
vided radio links during the opening 
Cherry Blossom parade and the 
Children’s Parade.

K1MAN, Glenn Baxter, in the state 

of Maine, operates under the guise of a 
supposed organization called IARN, In- 
ternational Amateur Radio Network. He 
conducts one-way transmissions of a 
taped radio show a total of 100 times per 
week at 45 minutes per broadcast. He in- 
sists that he should be given a clear fre- 
quency to conduct his broadcasts because 
he has “established a schedule”. If there 
is on-going communication on the fre- 
quency used by him, he airs his broad- 
casts regardless. 
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In addition to the tape broadcasts, 
he holds a two hour live telephone call- 
in talk show on Sunday nights. 

Mr. Baxter has tried to register 
felony complaints and has written letters 
of a threatening and abusive nature to 
hundreds of hams, the FCC and the US. 
Attorney’s Office in Maine. He is not us- 
ing good amateur practice, he is not en- 
titled to a clear frequency, and he is prac- 
ticing willful interference by allowing his 
station to come on the air on top of on- 
going communication. 

While Part 97.111 (b)(6) allows 
one-way “Transmissions necessary to dis- 
seminate information bulletins”, there is 
nothing in Part 97 that grants a clear fre- 
quency be provided for such transmis- 
sions. No where does Part 97 indicate that 
amateurs using a frequency must relin- 
quish it so that an information bulletin 
or telephone call-in talk show can be aired 
interference free. 

Mr. Baxter, KIMAN is tying up 
valuable frequency space used by ama- 
teurs throughout the US and in the case 
of Georgia, a frequency used by the Ama- 
teur Radio Emergency Services. This ser- 
vice was particularly instrumental with 
emergency communications during the 
spring tornadoes and summer flooding. 
A check with FEMA and GEMA will 
verify this. Mr. Baxter has even tried to 
solicit the assistance of House Speaker, 
Newt Gingrich to prosecute alleged vio- 
lators. 


Our Amateur Radio Frequencies ~ 


are truly in danger if we, as good ama- 
teur radio operators, don’t stand up and 
be counted. Commercial broadcasters will 
gleefully take our frequencies. Mr. Baxter 
is a menace to our hobby.

could even find some law enforcement groups installing moni- 
toring receivers in their dispatch center. 

The real issue is in obtaining EMERGENCY “LIFE 
and property saving action!” NOT what frequencies, PL’s, 
or DTMF numbers should be used. 

The traveling HAMs will NO longer need a, margin- 
ally useful, repeater guide or repeater PL knowledge to get 
EMERGENCY assistance. Just a radio that can transmit on 
146.550 MHz witha PL tone or sending a DTMF number. 


Two meters is the MOST logical beginning for this, 


dedicated, EMERGENCY frequency as two meters is the most 
commonly used local HAM band with the most hand-held 
and mobile radios sold. But nothing says that 52.520, 223.520, 


and 446.500 MHz couldn’t also be considered for EMER- | 


GENCY, ONLY, use. Amateur Radio needs to put into the 
Part 97 Rules a dedicated EMERGENCY frequency(s). Let’s 
start with 146.550 MHz. 

This single EMERGENCY frequency can be pre-pro- 
grammed into our radio memory eliminating the dangerous 
operations of dialing up multiple repeater frequencies or PL 
tones while driving down the highway. 

This same concept could be used on the National 

Calling frequencies; such as 146.520 Mhz using PL or DTMF 
(recommended 103.5 Hz or # 2 for three seconds) with local 
repeaters for the wondering traveler seeking general area 
information.
